Celebrating emancipation and spirituality, over 150 
women gathered to participate in the Third Annual Omaha 
Women's Health and Wellness Conference, held at the 
Omaha Marriott Regency on Friday. 

The conference, a collaboration between UNO, 
University of Nebraska Medical Center and the Nebraska 
Heaith System, welcomed women of all ages, some from as 
far away as Kearney, to jearn, support and inspire one 
another during the day-long event. 

A collection of speakers from both the University of 
Nebraska faculty and the private sector offered a series of 
lectures on various women's issues, dealing with specific 
health issues such as menopause and arthritis as well as 
alternative medicine, psychology and financial planning. in 
addition, a number of sponsors contributed thelr services 
and expertise to the event, offering free health screenings 
and advice on concerns such as diabetes, osteoporosis and 
ocular dysfunction. 

During a day full of health concerns, participants found 
particular inspiration towards wellness over breakfast and

Henry Fonda, Darry! Zanuck and 
Alexander Payne are among the many 
successful directors Omaha has con- 
tributed to the American film scene. In 
the coming months, Nebraska will 
proudly add one more name to that 
list. 

During the next two months, 
Adjunct Professor of Film -History 
Mark Hoeger and his partner Andy 
Anderson will be shooting “Full Ride,” 
a story which originated with 
Nebraska football player George

Although Milis is no longer involved 
in the project, writer Don Winslow, a 
friend of Hoeger’s since their under- 

. graduate days at UNL, agreed to pol- 
ish the script for Hollywood. 

With Winstow’s help, Hoeger con- 
nected with a producer and a distribu- 
tor to put the project's future together. 
Now, Hoeger and Anderson are turn- 
ing to filming. 

Hoeger and Anderson's film pro- 
duction company, Oberon 
Entertainment Properties, is well-pre- 
pared for the task. The members of 
Oberon’s creative team have an 
Oscar gold past with more than 20 
major motion pictures to their credit, 
including “Apollo 13,” “Election” and 
“Terms of Endearment.”

Escaping the collapsing film indus- 
try of Washington D.C. in the 1970s, 
Hoeger returned to Nebraska in 1978 
with his wife, attorney Jane 
Erdenberger. His film work was most- 
ly industrial films and commercials, 
with his major client being 
Northwestern Bell. 

He satiated his artistic appetite a 
bit by doing work through the 
Nebraska Arts Council, and while 
completing a contract study for the 
Council, he contacted Nancy Duncan, 
the executive director of the Rose 
Theater. , 

Fulfilling Duncan's vision of shar- 
ing the Rose with the world in the 
video market, Hoeger first produced 
and directed two children's videos for 
the theater in the mid-1980s.

Hanson's appointment quickly incurs the wrath of the afore- 
mentioned Runyon, a vutture-like politician who becomes con- 


vinced that it is his moral imperative to prevent Hanson from 


entering office. The constitutionally mandated appointment hear- 
ings become the crux of the movie's action, as Hanson faces off 
against Runyon and company. The real conflict in the film arises 
when a sorority initiation Hanson allegedly participated in 
decades earlier becomes public knowledge. 

Precipitating this scandal are Runyon's muttipte attempts to 
expose Hanson's political inadequacies, but these scenes 
seem like nothing more than Lurie's attempts to align the view- 
er with Democratic ideals. For instance, Lurie has scripted a 
scene in which Runyon argues with Hanson over abortion 
tights. That's all well, except for the fact that Runyon is por- 
trayed as nothing more than a rabid dog frothing at the mouth, 
while Hanson calmly and eloquently expresses her opinion. : 
When portrayed in such a fashion, the viewer more or less 
must side with Hanson's character. To do otherwise would be 
to side with what the film portrays as a madman who wants 
nothing less than total oppression of human rights, and 
besides, who wants to root for the bad guy? Carbon copies of 
this scene, involving capital punishment and separation of 
church and state, among others, follow. But they serve nothing 
more than to convince the viewer that Hanson's (read: 
Democratic) values are the “good” and Runyon’s (read: 
Republican) are the “bad.” 

Whether or not Hanson will be appointed vice president 
after all would seemingly be the driving point of “The 
Contender,” but in reality (at least Lurie’s reality), the question 
is whether Hanson should dignify the accusations brought 
against her. In short, the answer is a resounding “no.” But does 
Hanson cave nonetheless? And are the accusations even

tain things? Would it still not matter? Should the view- 
er still look at that person in the same light? Deeper 
questions such as these are not answered, as they 
are sacrificed in the defense of Lurie’s own personal 
political views. 

Lurie, a former film critic, produced “The 
Contender’ on a shoestring budget of $10 million. 
Perhaps it is the superb ensemble cast that betrays 
the rather paltry cost of the film. Bridges and Allen, 
along with Petersen and Slater, are ail at the top of 
their respective games. Sam Elliott, Philip Baker Hall 
and more than a few others provide a great support- 
ing cast. But it is Oldman who steals the show, even 


if his character is pigeonholed as the Republican 
baddie. The Academy Awards, which have slighted 
Oldman more than a few times, will surely grant him 
a nomination for Best Supporting Actor this March. 
Allen might or might not be nominated for Best 
Actress, depending on whether any more notable 
performances make their way to the big screen by 
the end of the year. (For the record, my early favorite 
to win a statue is Ellen Burstyn in “Requiem for a 
Dream.”) 

Overall, “The Contender’ is a rather mediocre 
political drama. It lacks the intrigue of “All the 
President's Men” (which didn't take sides, it just told 
the facts as they actually happened). It also lacks the 
suspense of “The Manchurian Candidate” (which 
simply warned of political fanaticism, rather than tak- 
ing sides).

International Sex Survey 


(TMS) — The Olympics in Syndney proved 
that America’s athletes are at the top of their 
class when it comes to physical prowess, The 
2000 Durex Global Sex Survey proves that the 
rest of us aren't doing too shoddy, either. 

According to the survey, which queried 
18,000 people from 27 countries, the United 
States is at the head of the class in terms of 
sexual initiation, consistency and promiscuity. 

Among those polled, 16.4 percent of 
Americans admitted to being younger than 16 
years old the first time they had sex, beating 
the Brazilians to the finish line by a mare tenth 
of a percent. 

Americans also took home the gold in con- 
sistency, with 132 sexual encounters a year. 
The Russians picked up the silver with 122 
escapades, while the Greeks took home the 
bronze with 115.

Bertino) summons a dominatrix by the alias of 
Poopay (Christina Thomas). Poopay, whose 
real name is Phoebe, is welcomed into the suite 
by an aging Julian (Kelcey L. Watson), the vil 
lainous.business partner of Reece. After Julian 
leaves Poopay and Reece alone in the suite, 
the true purpose for her company is made clear. 
However, don't get your blood racing quite yet. 
if you want to see that kind of entertainment, 
you'll have to drive across the river and buy a 
movie. Reece only wants Poopay to witness, 
sign and deliver a confession, which states that 
he knowingly allowed Julian to murder his two 
wives, Ruella (Kristin Landis) and Jessica 
(Michelle Wilson). Upon Julian's retum, he dis- 
covers the incriminating, handwritten confes- 
sion. While fleeing for her life, Poopay discovers 
shelter inside a closet and is transported back in 
time to 1994. Poopay finds herself in the same 
hotel suite with Reece’s second wife, Ruella. 
Showing Ruella the confession, Poopay con- 
vinces her that it is Reece's handwriting. Ruella 
understands her life is in jeopardy and wants to 
also wam the first wife, Jessica, who exists in 
1974, From this point the plot fills up with nitro- 
glycerin and accelerates as the women time 
travel, via the closet.

Sylvestor Stallone plays Jack Carter, a 
gambler whose brother got bumped off by 
some shady computer moguls. 

Of course he’s out for revenge in this 
remake of a 1963 action movie starring 
Michael Caine. 

Stallone shows up in the film looking old 
and fat, probably still working off some of 
the excess pounds he gained for “Copland.” 
His character, Jack Carter gets his informa- 
tion by punching, bribing and shooting his 
way to what he wants. 

All the trouble he goes through leads him 
to a World Wide Web porn king played by 
Mickey Rourke.

Two more wins this weekend pushed the UNO volleyball 
team to a 22-1 mark, 10-1 in North Central Conference 
competition. UNO swept South Dakota 15-3, 16-14, 15-0 
Friday at the DakotaDome. In Saturday's road match-up 
against Morningside, UNO gained the edge after falling 10- 
15 in the first set, to win 15-6, 15-10, 15-2. 

UNO, No. 3 in NCAA Division Ii, defeated the Coyotes 
and Mustangs during a three-match away stretch. UNO pre- 
viously beat Wayne State 15-10, 15-8, 15-4 on Wednesday. 

Saturday marked UNO's first game setback in 15 
matches. Morningside attackers dominated during the first 
game (.241 hitting percentage to UNO’s .087), but in game 
two, the Mavs pushed ahead to notch a .297 percentage to 
the Mustang's .091. 

Maverick attackers were led by senior All-American 
Tracy Ankeny, who finished the night with 17 kills. Junior 
Nikki Mastny followed closely with 16 kills, reaching the 
1,000 career-kill mark at the same time. Sophomore 
Jewelia Grennan continued to make big plays for UNO, hit- 
ting at a .476 percentage for the match, compiling 12 kills. 

Morningside hitters were led by senior Monica Caspar. 
The 5-foot 9 outside hitter stole 12 kills from the Maverick 
defense. Sophomore Jennifer Gruber delivered nine kills for 
the night. 

Mav senior Bethany Tygert led all setters with 47 assists. 
Mustang setter Brenna Larson totaled 33 assists in a losing 
cause, 

Morningside fell to 4-8 in the NCC. 

In Friday's outing, UNO smacked Head Coach Darin 
Weber's Coyote squad 15-3, 16-14, 15-0. 

Mastny’s 10 kills were the only double-digit kill marks for 
the Mavs. Ankeny (eight kills) and senior Krista Niezwaag 
(seven kills) were not far behind. 

Tygert and freshman Kylie Lebeda combined for a total 
of 27 assists, while USD setter Angela Golesh tallied 16 
assists. 

Defensively, UNO shut-down USD's offensive threats

Hoeger took over when Duncan 
stepped down, and he spent the next 
15 years as executive director. During 
his tenure, he supervised the  the- 
ater’s extensive renovation. 

Even though the Rose was flower- 
ing again, Hoeger felt he should return 
to the movie scene. 

“Almost from the minute the Rose 
was done, | thought ‘you know, I've 
kind of reached what | can really do 
here, and in some ways, this was 
always a diversion off the main path of 
what I've wanted to pursue,’ So | 
thought if | was ever going to get back 
on that path, | should think about 
working on it now.” 

Between meetings with investors 
for Oberon and late nights in the edit- 
ing room, Hoeger carves out four 
hours in his week to teach history on 
his life’s passion. However, the drive 
behind this sounds more like theater 
than Hollywood. 

“lt really miss acting, and in some 
ways it’s a nice captive audience,” 
says Hoeger. “I get to do three hours 
of standup, which is gocd fun ... and in 
that sense, | like a large house, you 
get a little bigger laughs and some 
momentum going.” 

While he acknowledges that many 
of his students are there to satisfy 


UNO's humanities credit requirement, | 


he finds satisfaction in reaching that 
one person who he can see has gen- 
uinely 

learned. 

“There’s a missionary zeal to use 
the film as a good way to get people 
into the notion of what the humanities 
are all about in general. The tricks, in 
terms of critical thinking and analysis, 
that we apply to film are easily applic- 


able to any art form.” 

When he is not at UNO, Hoeger 
teaches Film Theory in the Oxbridge 
Academic Programs at St. Peter’s 
College, Oxford University in England. 
He compares the numbers in his grad- 
uate class versus his undergraduate 
class, identifying that a good 10-15 
percent of his UNO students could be 
in his class at Oxford. Still he finds a 
great deal of sheer intellectual plea- 
sure and creative excitement in teach- 
ing his undergraduates here. 

“At UNO there is a genuine, truly 
intellectual excitement. that comes 
from discovery and spontaneous cre- 
ativity,” Hoeger said. 

He only complains of one adminis- 
trative thorn, “I hate grading. That is 
the only part | truly despise.” 

This hearkens to his own philoso- 
phy of education, against gaining an 
education for the sole purpose of 
becoming a productive worker, 

“I try to say ‘At least once just enjoy 
learning for the sake of learning’. 
We've become so utilitarian in our 
educational goals that university is 
trade school, and it shouldn't be. At 
some point it should be about knowl- « 
edge for its own sake.” 

With a career spanning over 30 
years in theater, motion pictures and 
teaching one might think that Hoeger 
himself might fall into his own “let old 
people be cynical” category. But at the 
latest hour of the longest day, he 
remains upbeat and forgiving. 

“| take this brand of Christian phi- 
losophy which says that ‘all 

have sinned and fallen short of the 
glory of God.’ Not as to mean that we 
should be cynical. But that just 
because we're imperfect doesn't mean 
we don’t still have value, or that there 
isn't value to the system,” he says.
